Returning  to  her  career,  she  created  and 
performed  her  own  work  in  Philadelphia  while  working  for  Group  Mo- 
tion and  touring  part  time  with  MOMIX.  1998  brought  Renee  to  NYC 
where  she  began  working  with  Carolyn  Dorfman.  She  has  been  working 
with  Pilobolus  since  2000,  performing,  creating,  teaching,  directing, 
associating  and,  most  recently,  coordinating  residencies  for  the  Pilobolus 
Institute. 


Alphonse  Mattia 

A  nationally-recognized  educator  and  studio  furniture  maker,  Alphonse 
Mattia'69  (Dimensional  Design)  has  work  in  many  private  collections, 
and  in  the  permanent  collections  of  the  Museum  of  Arts  and  Design, 
New  York;  the  Renwick  Gallery  of  the  Smithsonian;  the  Philadelphia 
Museum  of  Art;  the  Museum  of  Fine  Arts,  Boston;  the  Yale  University 
Art  Gallery;  and  the  Phillip  Morris  Corporation. 

He  teaches  at  the  Rhode  Island  School  of  Design  and  has  received 
fellowships  from  the  National  Endowment  for  the  Arts  and  the  Mas- 
sachusetts Artists  Foundation.  Mattia  dismisses  the  dichotomy  between 
functional  and  nonfunctional  objects,  preferring  instead  the  concept  of 
"usefulness,"  the  conveying  of  meaning  and  emotion  along  with  utility. 
He  is  the  co-founder  of  Smokestack  Studios  in  Fall  River,  Mass.

It  is  a  University  of  the  Arts  tradition  that  during  its  Commencement 
ceremony  the  institution  bestows  its  highest  honorary  degree,  the  Doctor  of 
Fine  Arts,  honoris  causa,  on  one  or  more  distinguished  individuals.  Honor- 
ary degrees  are  conferred  honoris  causa,  "for  the  sake  of  honor."  Honor- 
ary degrees  are  generally  awarded  for  one  of  three  reasons:  To  recognize 
extraordinary  intellectual  or  artistic  achievement;  to  honor  service  to  the 
University  and  to  the  wider  society;  and  to  recognize  men  and  women 
who  might  serve  as  examples  to  the  institution's  student  body.  The  Doctor 
of  Fine  Arts,  honoris  causa,  honors  both  the  grantee  and  the  spirit  of  the 
institution. 

Peggy  Amsterdam,  posthumously 

Peggy  Amsterdam  (1949-2009)  was  a  nationally-recognized  advocate  of  the 
economic  and  social  importance  of  the  arts  in  Philadelphia.  As  president  of 
the  Greater  Philadelphia  Cultural  Alliance  from  2000-2009,  she  doubled 
the  organization's  membership  to  385  arts  and  cultural  nonprofits  and 
greatly  expanded  its  reach  to  the  broader  community.  She  was  a  founding 
member  of  the  Cultural  Data  Project,  which  is  establishing  a  national  stan- 
dard for  reporting  and  tracking  data  on  arts  and  cultural  groups.  Amster- 
dam commissioned  comprehensive  reports  illustrating  the  power  of  the  arts 
as  an  engine  for  economic  growth  in  the  Philadelphia  region. 

She  served  as  a  panelist  for  the  National  Endowment  for  the  Arts,  and  on 
the  steering  committee  of  the  National  Arts  Education  Partnership.  She  was 
a  recipient  of  the  Ray  Hanley  Innovation  Award,  presented  by  the  United 
States  Urban  Arts  Federation,  and  of  the  2008  Fleisher  Art  Memorial 
Founder's  Award,  for  expanding  access  to  the  arts,  supporting  excellence  in 
artistic  expression,  and  enriching  Philadelphia's  cultural  resources. 

Robert  Capanna 

Robert  Capanna  is  an  active  and  widely  respected  composer  with  degrees 
in  composition  from  the  Philadelphia  Music  Academy.  He  came  to  the 
Settlement  Music  School  in  Philadelphia  in  1976  and  was  named  executive 
director  in  1982.  Retiring  in  December  2009,  he  had  helped  grow  Settle- 
ment to  six  locations  serving  over  9,000  students  on-site  and  6,000  students 
off-site  with  programs  of  instruction  and  activity  in  music,  dance  and  the 
visual  arts. 

In  1974,  he  was  the  Bruno  Maderna  Fellow  in  Composition  at  the  Berk- 
shire Music  Center  at  Tanglewood  and  was  awarded  the  Koussevitsky  Prize 
in  composition.  Capanna's  works  have  been  performed  by  the  Philadelphia 
Orchestra,  Milwaukee  Symphony,  Penn  Contemporary  Players,  Orchestra 
2001,  Orchestra  Society  of  Philadelphia,  Network  for  New  Music,  the 
Philadelphia  Chamber  Music  Society  and  many  others. 

Moses  Pendleton 

Moses  Pendleton  has  been  one  of  America's  most  innovative  and  widely 
performed  choreographers  and  directors  for  over  40  years.  A  founding 
member  of  the  ground-breaking  Pilobolus  Dance  Theater  in  1971,  he  later 
formed  his  own  company,  MOMIX.  Pendleton  has  also  worked  extensively 
in  film,  TV  and  opera,  and  as  a  choreographer  for  ballet  companies  and 
special  events.  In  1971  he  began  touring  with  Pilobolus,  performing  on 
Broadway,  touring  internationally,  and  appearing  on  PBS. 

Pendleton  also  performed  in  and/or  served  as  principal  choreographer  for 
the  Paris  Opera,  the  Joffrey  Ballet,  the  Munich  State  Opera,  the  Romanian 
gymnastics  team  and  many  more.  He  choreographed  the  Closing  Ceremo- 
nies of  the  Winter  Olympics  at  Lake  Placid  in  1980.  In  1981  he  created 
MOMIX,  which  rapidly  established  an  international  reputation  for  highly 
inventive  and  often  illusionistic  choreography.  His  television  work  with 
Charles  Dutoit  and  the  Montreal  Symphony  received  an  International 
Emmy  for  Best  Performing  Arts  Special.  Pendleton  has  made  music  videos 
with  Prince,  Julian  Lennon,  and  Cathy  Dennis,  among  others.  He  was  a 
Guggenheim  Fellow  in  1977  and  received  the  Connecticut  Commission  on 
the  Arts  Governor's  Award  in  1998  and  the  Positano  Choreographic  Award 
in  1999.

University  Academic  Traditions 


Led  by  the  Grand  Marshal  carrying  the  University  mace,  the  academic 
procession  begins  with  the  candidates  for  degrees,  followed  by  the  fac- 
ulty from  the  three  colleges  and  the  division  of  Liberal  Arts,  who  in  turn 
are  followed  by  the  president's  council,  deans,  provost,  members  of  the 
Board  of  Trustees,  distinguished  guests,  chairman  of  the  Board  and  the 
president  of  the  University. 

The  tradition  of  academic  regalia  dates  from  the  12th  and  13th  cen- 
turies, when  universities  were  emerging  from  religious  organizations. 
The  tradition  of  a  long  robe  for  academia  arrived  in  the  country  with 
the  colonists  and  served  as  the  norm  in  Harvard  College,  the  College  of 
William  and  Mary,  and  all  American  colleges  and  universities  founded  in 
the  two  centuries  thereafter.  In  1932,  the  American  Council  on  Educa- 
tion authorized  a  Committee  on  Academic  Costumes  and  Ceremonies  to 
oversee  the  code  for  academic  regalia. 

The  gown  for  the  bachelor's  degree  has  pointed  sleeves  and  is  designed 
to  be  worn  closed.  The  gown  for  the  master's  degrees  has  an  oblong 
sleeve,  while  the  gowns  of  the  doctoral  degree  have  bell  shaped  sleeves 
and  are  often  trimmed  with  velvet.  Black  is  the  standard  color  for  bach- 
elors and  masters  degree  robes.  Doctoral  degree  robes  may  be  black  or 
of  a  special  color  and  design  as  established  by  the  particular  institution. 

Master's  degree  hoods  are  usually  shorter  than  those  for  doctoral 
degrees.  The  color  of  the  hood  lining  usually  denotes  the  school's  official 
color,  and  the  velvet  trim,  the  earned  degree.  For  example,  brown  is  the 
color  reserved  for  fine  arts  degrees,  pink  for  music,  blue  for  philosophy, 
yellow/gold  for  science,  purple  for  law,  and  white  for  literature.  The 
color  and  shape  of  the  hats  and  tassels  is  a  matter  of  national,  institu- 
tional or  personal  preference. 

The  presidential  mace  and  medallion  were  designed,  crafted,  and  pre- 
sented by  Richard  H.  Reinhardt  (1921-1998),  alumnus,  faculty  member, 
former  dean  of  the  Philadelphia  College  of  Art,  and  Professor  Emeritus. 
The  medallion  incorporates  a  medal  coined  in  1876  in  honor  of  the 
United  States  Centennial  and  the  founding  of  the  Pennsylvania  Museum 
and  School  of  Industrial  Art,  a  forerunner  of  the  University.  The  medal- 
lion's grosgrain  ribbon  neckpiece  was  designed  and  woven  by  Warren 
Seelig,  professor  of  Crafts. 

The  highest  academically-ranked  student  within  each  of  the  three 
colleges  of  the  University  is  presented  with  the  University  of  the  Arts 
Medal  for  Academic  Achievement  during  the  commencement  ceremony. 
Students  who  are  graduating  with  academic  honors  wear  red  stoles  to 
denote  their  accomplishment. 


yuij    The  University's  History 


The  University  of  the  Arts  is  the  nation's  first  and  only  university  dedi- 
cated to  the  visual,  performing  and  communication  arts.  The  University 
evolved  from  two  century-old  institutions:  the  Philadelphia  College  of 
Art  (PCA)  and  Philadelphia  College  of  Performing  Arts  (PCPA). 

PCA  was  established  in  1876  as  part  of  the  Philadelphia  Museum  of  Art. 
Together,  they  were  originally  known  as  the  Pennsylvania  Museum  and 
School  of  Industrial  Art,  created  in  response  to  the  growing  interest  in 
art  and  art  education  stirred  by  the  country's  Centennial  Exposition.  In 
194fl,  PCA  changed  its  name  to  the  Philadelphia  Museum  School  of  Art, 
reflecting  expanded  programs  that  trained  artists  in  a  variety  of  areas. 

The  school  received  accreditation  as  a  college  in  1959,  and  in  1964  it 
separated  from  the  Museum  to  become  the  Philadelphia  College  of  Art. 
The  performing  arts  programs  of  the  University  of  the  Arts  date  back  to 
^7^l-&6#*  when  three  graduates  of  Germany's  Leipzig  Conservatory  opened 
the  Philadelphia  Musical  Academy,  one  of  the  first  European-style  con- 
servatories of  music  in  America.  The  Academy  became  an  independent 
college  of  music  in  1950,  one  of  only  eight  institutions  in  the  nation  to 
offer  four-year  Bachelor  of  Music  degrees.  The  school  changed  its  name 
to  the  Philadelphia  College  of  Performing  Arts  (PCPA)  in  1976.  One 
year  later,  the  Philadelphia  Dance  Academy  became  part  of  PCPA  and, 
in  1983,  the  School  of  Theater  was  created,  achieving  the  college's  ideal 
combination  of  dance,  music  and  theater  arts. 

In  1985,  PCA  and  PCPA  merged  to  become  the  Philadelphia  Colleges 
of  the  Arts,  a  collaboration  bringing  the  institution  one  step  closer  to 
becoming  the  nation's  first  comprehensive  arts  university.  After  being 
granted  university  status  in  1987,  the  University  of  the  Arts  became 
the  largest  institution  of  its  kind  in  the  nation,  offering  programs  in 
design,  fine  arts,  media  arts,  crafts,  music,  dance  and  theater.  In  1996 
the  University  established  the  College  of  Media  and  Communication, 
offering  degrees  in  Communication,  Writing  for  Film  and  Television,  and 
Multimedia. 

Today,  the  University's  2,300  students,  enrolled  in  25  undergraduate 
and  10  graduate  programs,  are  taught  by  almost  500  full-  and  part-time 
faculty  members  on  the  University's  campus,  located  on  Philadelphia's 
vibrant  Avenue  of  the  Arts.  The  University's  undergraduate  programs 
include  Acting,  Animation,  Ballet,  Communication,  Crafts  with  an  em- 
phasis in  Ceramics,  Fibers,  Jewelry/Metals,  or  Wood,  Dance  Education, 
Digital  Film/Video,  Graphic  Design,  Illustration,  Industrial  Design,  In- 
strumental Performance,  Jazz  Dance,  Modern  Dance,  Multidisciplinary 
Fine  Arts,  Multimedia,  Music  Composition,  Musical  Theater,  Painting 
&  Drawing,  Photography,  Printmaking/Book  Arts,  Sculpture,  Theater 
Design  and  Technology,  Theater  Management  and  Production,  Vocal 
Performance  and  Writing  for  Film  and  Television. 

Graduate  programs  include  Art  Education,  Book  Arts/Printmaking, 
Ceramics,  Industrial  Design,  Jazz  Vocal  Studies,  Jazz  Instrumental  Stud- 
ies, Museum  Communication,  Museum  Education,  Museum  Exhibition 
Planning  &  Design,  Music  Education,  Painting,  Sculpture,  and  Teaching 
Visual  Arts.
